mining laws as a model for Alaska, 
there was,deep interest in Dr. Thomp- 
son's add He said: 

“In Alaska you give a patent to 
your placer claims and you permit the 
staking of association groups by the 
use of power of attorney. In 
way a staker may acquire large tracts 
of mining land at a very small cost, 
and thus tie up a rich country and 
not work it himeelf or permit others 
to work it. Instead we lease our 
placer ground for one year and re- 
strict the use of power of attorney to 
two, which may given to. the men 
who go out to discover new gold- 
bearing creeks. The discoverer is 
thus rewarded belng able to get a 
much larger c but any subse- 
quent staker on that creek can stake 
only one claim. 

“We do not give a patent, but we 
do make continuity of title by making 
it mandatory on the gold commission-

None of the four 
on waom the jury visited the death 
penalty ts of age, and the oldest of 
them is 18 years old. 

The victim of the youthful thugs 
was Fred W. Gruelsow. He was mur- 
derea while on his way from his 
truck farm to the Chicago market 
with a toad of produce.

‘HE SHADOW. 

There is no Index of local prosperity 
more absolutely accurate than that oi bufld- 
ing operations. The current year has sur- 
passed in the number ot structures aad the 
cost of all previous years. Month by month 
the figures have exceeded those for corre 
sponding months in 1910, which exceeded | 
the corresponding ones for 1908, and those 
again for 1908, and so on backward indefi- 
nitely. 

Is it or is ft not significant that the 
month of November breaks, in with a nota- 
bly sharp change in this réspect? For the 
first two-thirds of the month the cost of 
buildings for which permits were taken ot 
fell be ow that of the corresponding period 
in the previous year by something like 
$500,000. This departure from the rule of 
the year created an impression among the 
building-trade people and others interested 
generally in the progress of the city. 

Frrthermore, had it not been for two 
buildings planned as long as a year ago. 
namely, the new Times Bullding and the 
Clark Memorial Hone. costing together near- 
ly $500,090, the difference in the cost of 
proposed construction for the current month 
would have been nearly 81 000 000, or nearly 
100 per cent. less than a year ago. On 
every side we hear the inquiry, Why should 
this be so? 

The falling off has been entirely in the 
wndertaking of large buildings. The de- 
mand for small howes is co exceedingly ac- 
tive because the infiflux of new ponvu'ation 
has been the largest ever kno n, so that the 
undertaking of small enterprises is well ac- 
counted for. But why shorld the constrne- 
tion of large buildings be checked? Decid- 
edly it is not because the city is overbuilt. 
There is scarcely a premises svitable for 
business purposes vacant. There is no sur- 
plus of office rooms, and all the hotels and 
apartment houses are full to overflowing. 
Why should not capital go on with those 
enterprises as before? 

It is exceedingly significant that this ces- 


noted should follow so soon upon the heels 
of the primary election. Discuss the ques- 
tion as we may and account for it as we 
will, it is a fact obvious to the eyes of all 
who have eyes to see that the majority 
given at the primaries to the Socialist ticket 
alarmed the men behind these large enter- 
prises.

Outside of professional military men 
there are very few in the world whose minds 
are not alive to the desirability of inter- 
national peace. Yet many who desire it 
are doing nothing to bring it about because 
they despair of accomplishing results. It is 
not unusual for people to destroy the 
chances of the cause they espouse throuch 
unwise action. Was it not unwise of Col. 
Roosevelt the other day to criticise the trea- 
ties of peace negotiated by our government 
with those of France and England? Are not 
these treaties well calculated to make for 
peace rather than war, whereas in former 
diplomacy nearlv every movement seemed 
to make for war rather than peace? 

Of course the ‘poor white dove that hov- 
ered over the world so recently and seemed 
about to alight and make our earth her per- 
manent abiding piace has been frichtened 
and sent fluttering far away by the roar of 
cannon and the shrieks of the wounded and 
dying from many, many battlefields. 

Well, what of that? That is no reason 
to give up our campaign for international 
peace, but rather a spur to cause us to move 
more quickly and do more energetic work 
in the great carse of humanity. 

All close students of the quest'on see 
clearly that there ts a close parallel be 
tween peace between the nations and peace 
between individuals. There was a time 
when every heighborhood was in as bloody 


turmoll as ever existed in international af- 


fairs. Those who were striving for peace 
and quiet, law and order, between neigh- 
bors had just as great difficulties to contend 
against as those who are struggling now for 
peace and quietness, law and order. between 
the nations There is a creat difference be- 
tween civilized neixhborhoods and savage 
ones today in this respect. But this differ- 
ence is the outcome of ages of unremitting 
effort and of the most earnest endeavor. 

But in spite of the comparative peace and 
aufet under law and order that character- 
izes civilized neizhborhoods of the present 
day the millennium is not at hand. It may 
dampen the ardor of the advocates of inter- 
national peace. to note recent outbreaks of 
international war and of domestic war, but 
it wou'd be just as unreasonable for thease 
to abandon the cause and give up the struz- 
gle as it would be for prosecuting attorneys, 
peace Officers and courts of law to all re 
sign their commissions and abandon their 
functions because riot, arson, robbery, blood- 
shed and murder are so frequently occur- 
rent all over the world.

EDUCATIONAL NOTES. 


Dr. Max Weber, a German specialist on 
American universities, pronounced Amer- 
ican institutions superior to the German 
universities in a recent address at Dresden, 
Germany, before a congress of German hig’- 
school teachers. The Prussian universities. 
the doctor said, have no other purpose than 
to turn young Germans into soldiers just 
competent tnder German rules of honor to 
fight duels. The universities of the father- 
land give their students two scars across 
the cheeks and teach them the most e‘fect- 
ive ways of sh’rking work. “There is not.“ 
Dr. Weber sad, “anything like as much 
lecture shirking in American colleges and 
universities as in Germany.” 


Prof. Hugo Muensterberg, Harvard's in- 
tellectral cut-up, is always pulling off odd 
little stunts that not only interest mankind, 
but stimulate the reflecti\e faculty as well, 
says the Washington Post. In his latest, he

Much Like Ours, but More Recrea- 
tion and Holidays. 


Ten minutes in every hour is given 
to recreation in Japanese schools, 
writes Mrs. Willoughby Rodman, 
president of the Playground Com- 
| mission, in a letter that will be read 
to the commission at its meeting Fri- | 
day morning. Mrs. Rodman, at the 
time of writing it, was on the steam- 
ship Korea, and had just been in- 
formed that in view of the troubles 
in China she would not be permitted 
to visit Peking, as she had hoped to 
do. 

“Tell the Mayor,” she says, “that 
everywhere I have presented his let- 
ter the town has been mine. Every- 
where I found great interest In our 
work and many requests for our re- 
ports. I vis'ted one public school in 
Yokohama, where there are 3090 pu- 
pills. They spend ten minutes in 
every hour in recreation and do many 
of the rhythmic movements and 
dances that our: children do. They 
also drilled for me. In many of the 
yards there are swings and bars and 
a new piece of apparatus that I will 
draw for you when I get home. At 
Miyanoshito I found they are build- 
ing new schools and that much time 
is given to recreation. 

The Japanese have picnics and ex- 
cursions many times during the year, 
and often, as we ‘rickshawed’ through 
the country, we met hundreds of 
them with their teachers and their 
lunches going for a day to some 
beautiful temple or shrine. I went
